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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

In claim 1 line 5 the limitation "not greater than about 50% by weight" is new 

matter. 

In claim 7 the limitation "the pressurizing step is performed the a high pressure 
hydraulic pump, and the step of adding air or oxygen comprises adding the air or 
oxygen directly into the suction intake pump" is new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claim 7 recites the limitation "the suction intake" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Duffy 
et al. ("Wet Peroxide Oxidation of Sediments Contaminated with PCBs", Environ. Sci 
Technol. (2000)) in view of Swallow '604 according to the previous office action. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Duffy et 
al. ("Wet Peroxide Oxidation of Sediments Contaminated with PCBs", Environ. Sci 
Technol. (2000)) in view of Swallow '604 as applied to claims 1-3 above, and further in 
view of Rickard '578 according to the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/15/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1 071 , 5 USPQ2d 1 596 (Fed. Cir. 1 988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Swallow provides 
motivation to combined the teaching of adding a supplemental fuel, since Swallow 
teaches that an auxiliary fuel is added to offset heat losses or to increase the 
temperature in the reactor (Column 13 Lines 44-47). Further, it appears that the process 
of Duffy in view of swallow would provide sufficient fuel to maintain a self-sustaining 
reaction.
